With reference to your letter of February 7, 1955, and 
in beeping with your recent telephone conversation with 
Mr, M, L, Sehuveiler of tele office, I as writing to oonfirs 
our interest in and support of, the esse studies mi &•’* private 
international investment sponsored by the National Planning 
Association, in general, and your proposed two-way interview 
with President Magsaysay across the Pacific, In particular. 

We feel, and I am confident that this include n Governor 
Stassan (who is attending the 3RAT0 Conference with Gooreiery 
Dulles at this time), that there ie a story to be told about 
the contribution US private enterprise is staking to the economic 
development of friendly overseas areas. It is a dramatic story 
which if affectively told could contribute importantly to improv- 
ing the investment climate and Increasing the flow of private 
International investment, a major objective of the On i ted States 
Government, 


For these reasons we heartily endorse the efforts of the 
National Planning Association in this direction. He regret to 
advise that we are still uncertain, however, whether funds are 
available to assist in financing the -reposed two-way Pacific 
interview, and if so, it seems very doubtful if they could be 
released in time to meet your projected schedule. 

On the other hand, we have wondered whether the objective 
of your interview would be better served if it were entirely 
sponsored and financed through private means. Has this possi- 
bility been fully explored? ¥a are thinking that possibly such 
forward thinking leaders in the corn-mini cations field as Mr, Paley 
of CBS would immediately see the merits of your proposal and 
appropriately support it, Would this be a suitable subject for 
Mr. Murrov’s program SEE XT HOH?
